WITH HIS OWN HAND, 
Charles Green Takes His Life, 

A FALLEN WOMAN THE CAUSE. 

Another suicide, confirming the 
statement that such unfortunate 
happenings, like fires and railway 
accidents, run in Buries, occurred in 
this city last Saturday night. The 
unhappy victim of his own delusion 
was Charley Green, a young printer 
by trade who has been employed in 
the various printing offices in this 
city, but whose parents are residents 
of Lawrenceburg. Green, who' was 
about twenty two years old, had been 
the devoted lover of Minnie James, a 
young woman of about twenty years 
of age boarding in Lizzie Jones' 
house of ill-fame. He had frequent- 
ly importuned the girl to marry him 
and whenever she would refuse to 
do so he would threaten to kill htr 
and himself also. 

On Friday of last week he mad* 
the usual request for marriage and 
beat the girl and locked her in her 
room because she refused. 

Saturday morning, after demanding 
and obtaining from her all the money 
she had, he left the house and visited 
a number of his friends about town, 
to some of whom he spoke of suicide 
and even asked if the Typographical 
Union would pay the beneficiary 
amount of fifty dollars to the living 
representatives of the suicide. His 
friends thought nothing of his re- 
marks and even laughed at the odd 
turn of his conversation. 

About seven o'clock, however, that 
evening he again returned to Minnie 
James and later called her out on the 
back porch of the Jones house and 
told her that she must marry him 
he would commit a desperate deed. 
She refused and he told her then to 
go into another room than her own, 
and she would find something for 
herself. After she had left him, he 
placed a 32-calibre pistol in bis 
mouth and fired, the ball ranging 
upward, producing almost instanta- 
neous death. He was left undis- 
turbed where he fell until the arri- 
val of Coroner Dehoney, by which 
time the body was in a pool of blood 
and surrounded by a great crowd of 
people who had collected on learning 
the news. 

The Coroner's jury made an inves- 
tigation with the result substantially 
as detailed and returned a verdict of 
death from a pistol fired by his own 
hand. On the body there were 
three letters found, one addressed to 
Mr. Wm. 8malley of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company of this 
city, one to the Anderson News and 
one to the mother of the deceased. 
Their contents were not learned. 

The grief of the father, Mr. Alex 
Green, who came to the city that 
night to take the remains of his 
misguided boy to his home in Law- 
renceburg, was touching indeed. 



A PAINFUL ACCIDENT 
To County Judge Williams' Bride. 

The young and beautiful bride of 
County Judge Williams made & nar- 
row escape from death Sunday after- 
noon. The couple had been to the 
cemetery and were returning by the 
old and dangerous pathway that 
leads from the top of the hill to the 
spring on the cliff-walk. 

Before the walk is reached there is 
a ledge about six or seven feet high 
from which it is necessary to jump 
or swing to the walk. Judge Wil- 
liams had gotten down and was in the 
act of turning aronnd to prepare to 
catch his bride, who without his 
knowledge had followed him too 
close to the edge of the descent, 
when a feeling of faintness overcame 
her and she lost her balance and fell 
headforemost. 

The Judge, though taken by sur- 
prise, threw out his arm and con- 
trived to break the fall, but not be 
fore his bride's head had struck a 
rock in the descent. She arose and 
it was discovered that blood was j 
flowing freely from a wound in her 
left temple and that severe pains 
were felt in her left arm and leg. A 
handkerchief bandage was placed 
upon the bleeding temple and with 
spartan fortitude, the lady insisted 
on walking home. They had gotten 
as far as the Arsenal when they were

Arrivn* at the bride's 
rooms at the home of the groom's 
father, Mr. M. H. P. Williams, on the 
corner of High and Main streets. ,Dr. 
J. Lampton Price was summoned to 
attend to the wounds. He found a 
deep KRSh in the tempi* which re- 
quired several stitches to close and 
the left arm was badly bruised and 
swollen but fortunately not broken. 
A light bruise was also discovered 
about the thigh. The wounds were 
finally dressed and the lady is now 
a fair way to rapid recovery, but the 
mark of the accident on the temple 
will probably cling to her for life. 

A large number of people in the 
city, friends of the Judge and his 
family, have called every day since 
the accident to express thqir sympa- 
thy and regret over her unfortunate 
occurrence.

Kentucky's Convicts. 

The last weekly reports of the two 
penitentiaries in Kentucky show 
that on last Saturday there were 911 
prisoners in the Frankfort and 429 in 
the Eddyville prison, making a total 
of 1,340 convicts in the State, 
these, 1,240 are employed within the 
walls, 59 on farms and 41 are on the 
sick list- There are 177 life prisoners, 
of whom 103 are white males, 69 
colored males, one a white female 
and 4 colored females. Of the long 
term prisoners, 129 have sentences 
from 15 to 30 years, two of whom are 
colored females, 284 from 5 to 16 
years, two of whom are white 
females who have sentences of more 
than ten years. There are 26 females 
in all serving time in the Frankfort 
penitentiary, 6 of whom are white 
and 20 colored.

COLUMBUS DAY. 

A Sketch of tl*e Great N avigator'B 
Life and a Report of the 
Celebration in This 
City. 



ColumbuB was born in Genoa, Italy, 
in 1435 or 1436, the exact date being 
uncertain. His father was a wool 
comber of small means, but he cor- 
trived to have his son educated at the 
University of Pavia. where he applied 
himself especially to mathematical 
and natural sciences. At fifteen years 
of age he became a sailor and jour- 
neyed to every known country. Ir 
1470 he arrived at Lisbon after a nee 
• fight and wreck, and escape to land 
by a plank. In Portugal he married 
a daughter of a captain in the ser- 
vice of Prince Henry, called the Nav- 
igator, the first governor of Porto 
Santo, an island off Madeira. 

It was about this time that he came 
to the conclusion that he could reach 
Asia by sailing in a westwardly 
course. He made known his belief 
to the Senate of Genoa, which re- 
fused to entertain his proposition to 
make the voyage. He then turned to 
King John II, of Portugal, but here 
he was also disappointed, and while 
his brother, Bartholomew, was jour- 
neying to England in 1484 to commu- 
nicate the design to Henry VII, Co- 
lumbus set out for Spain, where, 
eventually, after much discourage- 
ment and many promises unfulfilled 
and while in the act of leaving Spain 
for France, hope was revived at Palos, 
where he had halted at a monastery to 
ask for bread and water for him- 
self and boy. Meeting Juan Perez, 
who had been the queen's confessor, 
Columbus was at length once more 
summoned to court , and after 
further disappointments, Ferdinand 
and Isabella, on April 17, 1492, signed 
the agreement to prepare the great 
navigator for his long and dangerous 
•voyage. The expedition consisted of 
the Santa Maria with 50 men, com- 
manded by Columbus in person, and 
two caravels, the Pinta with 30 men 
and Nina with 24 men. In all the ad- 
venturers numbered 120, and the fleet 
set sail Friday, August 3, 1492, and at 
two o'clock in the morning of Friday 
October 12, 1492, the island of San 
Salvador, in this great western hem- 
isphere, was sighted. 

That morning Columbus and his 
followers landed, and when they had 
"given thanks to God, kneeling upon 
the shore and kissed the ground with 
tears of joy for the great mercy re- 
ceived," the island was named San 
Salvador and possession taken for 
their Catholic majesties of Spain- 
On his return to Spain Columbus was 
received with the highest honors, and 
his wonderful discoveries were her- 
alded over the world and started 
into existence voyages of discoveries 
by nearly all the European nations. 
Columbus made a number of voyages 
afterward to this hemisphere, and 
died in in Valladolid, Spain, on May 
20, 1506. He was buried at Valladolid, 
and his remains transferred to Las 
Ouevas, Seville. In 1536 they were 
exhumed and taken to San Domingo, 
and again, 1786 or 1796, they were dis- 
interred and taken to the Cathedral 
at Havana, where they yet remain. 

THE CELEBRATION OF THE DAY. 

Though histo 'y has fixed the day 
of the discovery on October 12, and 
it was on that day that New York City 
celebrated, President Harrison, after 
making allowance for the changes in 



tinfte between the Julian calendar, 
which was in vogue at the time of 
the discovery, and the Gregorian cal- 
endar, by which the computation is 
now made, named in his proclama- 
tion Friday, Oct. 21, as the day to 
be set apart for the celebration 
throughout the country and for the 
formal dedication of the World's 
Fair at Chicago. The day in this 
city was not generally observed by 
the citizens but the banks closed, 
the Legislature was not in session 
and the post office was open but a 
part of the time. Among the State 
departments one half of the day was ] 
given up to the celebration and at 
the court-house the Circuit Court 
continued the trial of a murder case. 

The fires of patriotism however 
burned bright in the hearts of the 
school children. * At the Catholic 
Church, after appropriate exer- 
cises in the school, the children 
marched into the Church to the time 
of an inspiring air on the great 
organ presided over by Prof. Way- 
I land Graham. High mass, was then 
solemnized and the choir and chil- 
I dren sang the Te Deum. At night 
the children again assembled in the 
Church and sang patriotic hymi 
'•Hail Columbia" and "My Country 
'Tis of Thee." Rev. Father W. E. 
Gorey delivered a splendid sermon 
on the life and character of Colum- 
bus and the influence and power of 
the Roman Catholic religion in in- 
spiring and fostering the cause of 
the Great Navigator, from which 
such grand results have been 
achieved. The benediction then 
closdd the services. 

At the public schools, exercises 
consisting of reading, recitations 
and historical essays were con- 
ducted in every one of the rooms of 
the South Side, the West End and 
colored school. Flags, bunting and 
evergreens had previously been hung 
about the exterior of th# buildings 
and the rooms beautifully decorated 
with golden rod, autumn leaves, 
mistletoe, evergreens, rosettes, de- 
signs, pictures and the national 
colors. The chapel of the South 
Side school was beautiful beyond 
description. The exercises began at 
ten o'clock and Rev. Father Gorey, 
in the chapel, offered the Columbian 
prayer. About eleven o'clock the 
children of the West End school ar- 
rived and all the children of the 
South Side school marched into the 
yard and took their places in front 
of the speaker's stand which had 
been erected for the occasion. Dr. 
U. V. Williams, President of the 
School Board, then read President 
Harrison's proclamation and "Co- 
lumbia, My Land," was sung by the 
scholars. 

A beautiful flag 13x21 feet was un- 
furled and hoisted on a staff on the 
top of the Bchool building and flung 
to the breeze at a height of about 107 
feet. As the folds began gracefully 
to sweep out in the wind, the chil- 
dren saluted the flag by repeated 
huzzas, at which moment, 12 m., 
Capt. David O'Connell, of the Arse- 
nal, with one of the State's cannon, 
fired a salute from the hill back of 
the school building. 

The orator of the day, Rev. H. G. 
Henderson, then delivered an address 
on the "American Flag," after which 
"America" was sung by the entire 
audience and the exercises closed by 
a Columbian benediction by Rev. W. 
G. Neville.

The Called Session of the Legis- 



The labors of the called session of 
the Legislature are drawing to a 
close. The Corporation and Revenue 
bills were passed this week, the for- 
mer with the article creating the 
bank examiner stricken out, and the 
latter with the appointment of Aud- 
tor's agents remaining in the hands 
of the Auditor. The latter bill which, 
on its former passage, raised all the 
row between the Governor and the 
Legislature, and was vetoed because 
it did not receive a majority of the 
votes of all the members elect on 
the concurrence in the conference 
mittee's report, which the Gov- 
ernor construed to mean the final 
passage of the bill, received on the 
passage la3t Thursday a vote of 69 to 
7 in the House, and 22 to 0 in the Sen- 
ate. Besides these two bills, the Leg- 
islature at this session passed the 
other three vetoed bills, the Attor- 
neys' bill, Fiscal Courts and Classifi- 
cation of Cities. Of the three re- 
maining bills to which the Governor 
called the Legislature to aot upon as 
having been approved by him, but 
which wert in the same condition as 
the Revenue bill, viz: The Election 
bill, the Judicial Redisricting bill 
and World's Fair Appropriation, the 
Legislature rejected further consider- 
ation of the former, and refused to 
take any cognizance ofthe two latter. 
After the Corporation and Revenue 
bills have been enrolled, compared 
and signed by the speakers, and a 
sufficient time allowed for the Gov- 
ernor to Bign or disapprove them, the 
called session will terminate and an 
additional expense of more than $60,- 
000 be fixed upon the tax-payers on 
the responsibility of some one who 
will be called upon later to hear it. 
The Legislature, after adjournment, 
will re-assemble on Nov. 16. 

The Street Railroad. 

The railroad company is making 
every possible effort to put the fin- 
ishing touches to the track and have 
the cars running at the very earliest 
moment. The frogs for the switohes 
arrived the first of the week and a 
large force of workmen have been 
epgaged every day and as late as 10 
o'clock at night, laying the switches 
and making all the connecting links 
required, but until the new floor has 
been put down in the bridge the 
work of laying the rails across that 
structure will necessarily be postponed 
until one day next week. Residents 
now as far out as Col. John L. Scott's 
on the Versaillss turnpike are en- 
deavoring to raise a sufficient bonus 
to induce the railway company to ex- 
tend its line to the limits of the city. 
This will inorease the distance and 
make the railroad more popular with 
a large number of people who will 
patronize it for recreation and the 
pleasure of the ride, and will also 
bring into easy accessibility a large 
area of hill-top land that will make 
beautiful and most desirable resi- 
dence sites. As yet the company 
have not taken action on the matter.
